The foundation has been laid 
for a collaborative facility 
between two emergency servic¬ 
es in town. 

On Wednesday, local digni¬ 
taries and guests gathered at the 
site of the joint Niagara 
Emergency Medical Services 
(EMS) and Niagara Regional 
Police (NRP) building, on the 
comer of Thompson and 
Gilmore Roads. 

It is a $4.8 million project, 
funded completely by the 
Niagara Region. 

Cost of construction is about 
$3.5 million and the remaining 
funds were used for site devel¬ 
opment and the land purchase. 

Regional chair Gary 
Burroughs was the first speaker 
at the event, after being intro¬ 
duced by the Region’s chief 
administrative officer Mike 

Burroughs said it was a big 
day...and unique at the same 
time, considering the amount of 
progress visible with the con¬ 
struction to date.

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Four local elementary 
schools to be reviewed 


Safe and stimulating 
learning environments are 
an important component of 
student success. 

At their most recent meet¬ 
ing, the District School 
Board of Niagara (DSBN) 
board of trustees decided to 
examine how they can pro¬ 
vide optimal learning 
spaces for students by initi¬ 
ating an accommodation 
review of General Vanier, 
Rose Seaton, Garrison Road 
and Fort Erie elementary 
schools, all of which are 
located in Fort Erie. 

“In this time of declining 
enrolment, an accommoda¬ 
tion review is an opportuni¬ 
ty to ensure we are making 
efficient use of our 
resources to support 
enhanced educational 
opportunities for students,” 
said Kevin Maves, chair of 
the board. 

“Over the past ten years, 
enrolment in Fort Erie’s ele¬ 
mentary schools has been 
steadily declining, leaving 
the majority of 
schools sitting half- 
empty," added 
Maves. 

“Having fewer 
students to educate, 
but with the same 
demands to main¬ 
tain school build¬ 
ings, the challenge 
of offering educa¬ 
tional programs 
becomes more and 
more difficult.” 

Potential strate¬ 
gies to reduce sur¬ 
plus spaces and 
address aging build¬ 
ings may include 
consolidating some 
schools, renovating 
existing buildings 
and even building 
new schools. 

“Of course, it is 
important to stress 
that the accommo¬ 
dation review will 
be an open and 
transparent process. 

No decisions will 
be made until we

have thoroughly consulted 
with the community,” says 
Fort Erie trustee Dave 
Schaubel. 

Chair Maves pointed to 
Crossroads Public School in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake as an 
example of the dynamic 
learning environments that 


can be created through a 
thoughtful review of existing 
school buildings. 

"Crossroads will be a brand 
new school, equipped with 
the latest technologies that 
students, their families and 
the Town can be proud of," 
said Maves. 

Over the coming months, 
board staff will begin to 
assemble an 

Accommodation Review 
Committee (ARC). 

The committee will 
undertake an in-depth study 
of Fort Erie’s elementary 
schools and provide advice 
and recommendations that 
will help guide trustees in 
their decision making. 

The ARC will include a 
community member, a 
municipal representative, 
parents and DSBN staff. 

All ARC meetings will be 
open to the public, and the 
public will also have an 
opportunity to provide feed¬ 
back during specially sched¬ 
uled public input meetings.

Operational review 
on hold until June 13

A final decision on what 
firm will conduct an opera¬ 
tional review of Town Hall will 
be made at a council-in-com- 
mittee meeting on lune 13. 

On Tuesday, Fort Erie 
councillors and staff met with 
three firms on top of the 
Town's list, after a request for 
proposal was put out on Jan. 
17, seeking independent, 
third-party firms who would 
be interested in conducting 
the review, brought forward 
by Ward 4 Coun. John Hill. 

The three parties giving 
brief presentations were 
KPMG, Tim L. Dobbie 
Consulting and the Randolph 

At first, councilors were to 
move ahead with one of the 
firms the same evening, but a 
motion was made by Coun. 
Hill to not cast any votes until 
the June 13 meeting, allowing 
for more time for considera- 

"We need to take the time to 
understand each of the pro¬ 
posals that were brought for¬ 
ward, before we make a defin¬ 
itive recommendation," said 
Hill in the special council-in- 
committee meeting. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steddey, 
agreed that rushing out a 
decision to choose one of the 
three firms who were present 


at Town Hall on Tuesday, 
should not be the course of 
action. 

'We've waited this long, I 
don't see another week or two 
being a major setback," said 
Steckley, who also brought 
forward a recommendation 
for a review of staff to be 
undertaken back in 2008. 

Considering the presenta¬ 
tions were about seven min¬ 
utes in length, and a council- 
in-commitee meeting in the 
chambers was to follow short¬ 
ly after, Steckley said there 
simply wasn't enough time to 
vote on a firm. And out of 
respect of the three parties 
who traveled to Fort Erie from 
out of town, he felt all the 
information should be care¬ 
fully digested... and not 

We might as well take our 
time and research it right," he 

The Town originally set 
aside $150,000 in its 2011 
budget for the review, but all 
bids came in significandy less 
than that amount. 

Including expenses, the 
Randolph Group says it would 
be able to conduct the review 
for $44,318. The firm KPMG, 
estimates it would cost Fort 
Erie $52,850, while Tim L. 
Dobbie Consulting says it can 
do the job for $28,250.

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Hudak vows to invest 
$6.1 billion into 
healthcare

Tim Hudak has added 
another item to his to-do list 
if he is elected premier in the 
October provincial election. 

On Tuesday, the leader of 
the official opposition and 
Fort Erie native said that if he 
is successful later this year, 
he will allocate $6.1 billion 
into healthcare for Ontario 
residents, focusing on 
patient care. 

In the past, the Ontario 
Progressive Conservative 
(PC) leader has said he 
would have the emergency 
room at Douglas Memorial 
Hospital re-opened, along 
with scrapping the 14 Local 
Health Integration Network 
(LHIN)s throughout the 
province. 

LHINs are not-for-profit 
corporations that work with 
local health providers and 
community members to 
determine the health service 
priorities of the areas in their 
respective Jurisdictions. 
They are responsible for 
planning, funding and man¬ 
aging health services in their 
communities. 

They were put into opera- 


McGuinty's Liberal govern¬ 
ment. 

"The LHINs were a bloated 
layer of bureaucracy that the 
McGuinty government creat¬ 
ed, that gets between the 
ministry of health and doc¬ 
tors and nurses, with the 
patients they are trying to 
care for," Hudak said in a 
phone interview with the 
Times this week. 

Money needs to be invest¬ 
ed to the front lines of hospi¬ 
tals, he feels. 

"They don't spend any 
amount with patients, they 
don't perform any surgeries. 
I think they're a waste," said 
Hudak. 

In 2009, the Hamilton 
Niagara Haldimand Brant 
LHIN, implemented the 
Niagara Health System's 
Hospital Improvement Plan, 
resulting in the closure of the 
emergency room in Fort Erie. 

Hudak admitted the resi¬ 
dents of Niagara were 
impacted a great deal by this, 
but says it is everywhere he 
goes in Ontario, healthcare is 
an issue people want to see 
improvements in.

Making an effort to eliminate jobs 
from people who know how the 
Town operates like the back of their 
hand, during this tough economic 
time is not appropriate. 

We see the reasoning behind this 
and we hope saying certain people 
are being targeted because they did¬ 
n't get along with someone ten years 
ago is an incorrect statement.

"Whether I'm in Fort Erie or 
Ottawa, or North Bay, people are frus¬ 
trated with long waits and emergency 
care," he said. 

"They wonder why they're paying 
less in taxes but getting less in 

Part of Hudak's statement made 
this week, also includes the addition 
of 40,000 new and renovated long¬ 
term care beds in the province. 

George Lepp, the Niagara Falls rid¬ 
ing candidate for member of provin¬ 
cial parliament supported Hudak's 
announcement. 

He said the patient "has to come 
first" in healthcare, when he also 
spoke with the Times this week. 

"Scrapping the LHINs would be 
one measure to move the obstacles of 
making front line healthcare a priori¬ 
ty," said Lepp. 


He said all services funded by pub¬ 
lic dollars are important, but health¬ 
care in Niagara needs to be addressed 
because there is a great need for 
change, in his opinion. 

"If it was being serviced properly, it 
wouldn't be as big of an issue," said 
Lepp. 

Niagara Falls MPP Kim Craitor said 
it should be known that under the 
Mike Harris PC government in the 
1990s, when Hudak was Fort Erie's 
representative at Queen's Park, he 
supported the formation of the 
Niagara Health System... which 
Craitor feels people should remem- 

"That's why Fort Erie doesn't have a 
hospital, they were forced into being 
amalgamated," said Craitor. 

"I don't know where he is coming 
from on this," said Craitor. 

"You say what you need to say to get 
elected, I guess."

Lyme Disease isn't some¬ 
thing that should be ignored 
or not taken seriously...just 
ask local resident Melisa 
Hodges-Young about it. 

In the Spring of 2002, she 
was wild turkey hunting with 
her husband, a regular day 
in the outdoors. 

But something happened 
that day that forever 
changed her life and it was¬ 
n't until seven years later 
that she found out what hap¬ 
pened. 

She was infected with 
Lyme Disease from a tick, 
but it wasn't until 2009 that 
she was diagnosed. 

After that day in the 
wilderness, she always knew 
something was wrong but 
couldn't put her finger on it. 

"My health went downhill 
really quickly," said Hodges- 

Since there are over 200 
symptoms and illnesses that 
could result from a tick bite, 


she said it is difficult to pin¬ 
point for physicians. 

"It's a very hard disease to 
recognize," she said. 

Since learning about her 
condition two years ago, 
Hodges-Young has taken it 
upon herself to raise aware¬ 
ness about Lyme Disease 
and how serious it can be. 
She also feels improvements 
in the testing procedure 
needs to be improved and 
has even met with member 
of parliament Rob Nicholson 
on the matter. Afterall, it took 
her seven years to find out 
what was wrong with her. 

"The current testing is 
faulted and we're working 
hard to get that changed," 
she said. 

The black-legged tick, 
according to Hodes-Young, 
is the critter that is most like¬ 
ly to contract Lyme Disease 
in humans. 

She wants people to be 
aware that caution should 
always be used when out of 
the house, in the Spring and 
Summer months. 


"Any outdoor activity can 
put you at risk," she said. 

"The size of the ticks that 
are most likely to affect you 
are about the size of a pop¬ 
pyseed," she added. 

The Borrelia bacteria 
found in tick species is what 
causes the disease. 

There are about 54 mam¬ 
malian and 71 bird species 
reported to play a role in the 
dispersal and maintenance 
of Lyme vector ticks. 

Common myths about 
Lyme Disease are that it is 
only in the U.S., which is not 

Another common miscon¬ 
ception is that deer are the 
only species that can carry 
ticks.
